Note to Austria Asks Rep- 
aration for American 
Lives Lost.

MUST PUNISH CHIEF 


(By a Stat! Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[{Special.}— 
The United States government has made 
formal demand on Austria for a disa- 
vowal of the subr®arine attack on the 
Italian liner Ancona on Nov. 9, when 
more than a score of American passen- 
gets were sent to their death. 

Coupled with the demand for a dis- 
avowal i¢ a demand that the Austrian 
government shall make full reparation to 
the relatives of the Americans who lost 
their lives, that it shall give ample assur- 
ances against a repetition of such an at- 
tack, and that the commander of the 
submarine shall be punished. 

In all respects, excepting the stipula- 
tion concerning the punishment of the 
commander, the demands are similar to 
those made on Germany in connection 
with the sinking of the Lusitania and 
Arabic, 

New Attacks Lead to Action. 

This action was taken by Secretary of 
State Lansing as a result of the sudden 
renewal of submarine activities by Aus- 
tria against unarmed ships and neutral 
freighters in the Mediterranean, and, ac- 
cording to administration officials, may 
be taken to refiect an apprehension on the 
part of this government that Austria 
means to pursue the.course adopted by 
Germany before the latter country was 
called to an accounting by the American 
government. 

Up to the present time the United 
States has had nothing whatever from 
Austria to indicate whether it subscribes 
to the rules laid down by Germany in re- 
sponse to American demands whereby 
the lives of noncombatants ard neutrals 
may be safeguarded ih submarine at- 
tacks. 

Secretary Lansing and other officialsof 
the state department declined tonight to 
affirm that the note had been sent. It le 
undersood, however, to have beech com- 
municated to the Austrian government 
through United States Ambassador Pen- 
field at Vienne. 


Convinced Austria Violated Rules. 

It is regarded as significant, in view of 
the reported Austrian submarine attacks 
on American oi] tank steamers in the 
Mediterranean, that the note should be 
sent in the absence of any reply from 
Austria to the formal “ inquiries " which 
Ambassador Penfield, three weeks ago, 
was directed to lay before the Austrian 
foreign office concerning the circum- 
stances of the attack.

At the 
time the Ancona was sunk it was alleged

Austrian Claim Unsa 

Within a few days after the attack the 
Austrian admiralty gave out a contrary 
vérsion, @ copy of which was sent to 
Washington by Ambassador Penfeid, 
According to this version, Austria did 
not hesitate to admit that the attack was 
made by an Austrian submarine, but it 
was added that the liner tried to escape 
after being warned. It Was also inti- 
mated that the casualties were due to « 
panic which occurred on board the vessel. 

In view of this statement Of the admi- 
ralty, based on information obtained 
from the submarine commander, the 
state department was at a loss a week 
later to understand a dispatch from Am-~ 
bassador Penfieid stating that his formal 
inquiries had not been replied to because 
the Austrian government, Anding it difmfi- 
cult to communicate with the command- 
er of the submarine, desired more time 
within which to reply. !

I interviewed a high Serb official, who 
expressed disbelief in the likelihood of 
any such action. He thought such a 
course would be fatal to the prestige of 
the quadruple entente. He regarded Sa- 
loniki as essential to the allies, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the final issue of 
the war wouid be decided in the Balkans. 

In talking with otheis I discovered a 
division of opinion, some expressing the | . 
belief that it was too late for the allies | ’” 
to save Serbia, and that there was no fur- 
ther military value in continuing the 
campaign here, while others think that 
the present winter will see the defensive 
campaign carried on along a narrowed 
front until an overwhelming force as- 
semblies. 

Trips to Allied Lines, 

On Saturday I returned from a trip to 
the allies’ positions along the Bulgarian 
frontier, where the trenches In places 
follow the boundary line. The trip led 
through Greek and Serbian districts, and 
in one place went within the Bulgarian 
territory. 

The whole region was grandly moun- 
tainous, making military operations of 
the most difficult nature. The immense 
snowy peake are surmounted by batteries 
which are flashing ih the clouds, and 
the trenches are dug along the show and 
wind swept heights, while the slopes are 
honeycombed with dugouts and bomb- 
proof shelters. 

Road Alive with Refugees. 

Starting from Doiran on Thursday, our 
motor truck rounded the lake on the road, 
which was alive with military activity. 
and we saw many refugees with ox carta 
heavily laden with household goods mov- 
ing southward from the danger zone. 

We climbed the mountain roads to the 
heights where the French, fighting des- 
perately, won a commanding peak oveér- 
looking the village of Kasturino, which 
now lies lifeless beneath the shells which 
are shuttling overhead between the op- | ly, 
posing French and Bulgarian positions. 

From this height we obtained a com- 
manding view of a vast radius of mili- 
tary operations. From there it can be 
seen that the Vardar and Bojimia valleys 
are deserted, while the unding 
mountains reverberate with the roar of 
artillery fire. 

The Buigarian guns shelled the height 
while the party of journalista were there, 
two shelis bursting close by. 

This peak has been the soéne of re- 
peated attacks and counter attacks, but 
the French, who obtained possession of 
it on Nov. 11, have at no time sustained 
the loss of any of their positions. 

Men Suffer from Cold. 

One of the chief enemies of the soldiers 
has been the cold, which hes been intense. 
A considerable number of the allied 
troops have suffered from pneumonia and 
frostbite. 

The soldiers are receiving daily three 
rations of mulled wine and one ration of 
brandy in an effort to counteract the cold.

LONDON ADMITS PERIL. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—The situation in the 
Balkans is developing rapidly.

At the last session of the legislature a 
police lobby procured passage of a bill 
permitting a maximum levy of 7 cents on 
$100 assesved valuation for three years 
to supply the fund, denying, however, 
similar remedial measures for the corpo 
rate fund. The pension board now wants 
to imvoke this law to produce therequired 
amount. This, however, has been rejected 
by the finance committee. 

The administration now seeks to have 
the special tax imyposed, which would 
leave just that much more in the corporate 
fund.

It is absolutely 
certain that the government is losing 
through inaccurate returns and evasions 
of the law a sum many times greater than

Mr. McAdoo expressed the belief that 
with a return of peace in Europe.customs 
receipts, which fell off $86,000,000 in the 
last year, will increase and that the legis- 
lation suggested, with a provision to 
make the surtax of the income tax law 
applicable at $10,000 instead of $20,000, 
the whole or part of the additional rey- 
enues can be raised. Taxes on gasoline, 
crude and refined oils, horse power of au- 
tomobiles, and “ various other things,”’ 
ane suggested as further revenue raising 
" measures. 

The total estimated appropriations for 
the fiscal year which begins July 1 next 
Mr. McAdoo puts at $1,285,857,808, in- 
cluding $316,364,879 for the postoffice. 
which is reimbursable and about $90,000,- 
000 more for the Panama canal and sink- 
ing fund. Receipts for the same year, 
based on existing law without extension 
of the sugar. duty or the emergency tax, 
Mr. McAdoo puts at $580,200,000 and or- 
dinary diabursements at $832.901,000, 
leaving an excess of disbursements over 
receipts, if legislation is not passed to 
change conditions, of $252,707,000. Asex- 
plained in his recent statement, however, 
that amount would be reduced to about 
$50,000,000 by the extension of the emer- 
gency and sugar tax laws.
